AN ACT Relating to small public works rosters; and reenacting and
anendi ng RCW 39. 04. 150.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW39.04.150 and 1994 c 264 s 12 and 1994 c 243 s 2 are
each reenacted and anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) As used in this section, "agency" neans the departnent of
general adm nistration, the departnent of fish and wldlife, the
departnment of natural resources, the departnent of transportation, and
the state parks and recreation comm ssion.

(2) In addition to any other power or authority that an agency may
have, each agency, alone or in concert, may establish a small works
roster consisting of all qualified contractors who have requested to be
i ncl uded on the roster.

(3) The small works roster may nake distinctions between
contractors based on the geographic areas served and the nature of the
work the contractor is qualified to perform At |east once every year,
t he agency shall advertise in a newspaper of general circulation the
exi stence of the small works roster and shall add to the roster those
contractors who request to be included on the roster.
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(4) Construction, repair, or alteration projects estimted to cost
| ess than one hundred thousand dollars are exenpt fromthe requirenent
that the contracts be awarded after advertisenment and conpetitive bid
as defined by RCW39.04.010. In lieu of advertisenent and conpetitive

shaH—etherwise—qualfy—toperformsuch—woerk)) each agency alone or in
concert shall establish a procedure for securing tel ephone, el ectronic,
or witten quotations fromthe contractors on the small works roster to
assure establishnment of a conpetitive price and for awarding contracts
to the | owest responsive and responsible bidder. This procedure shal

require either that the agency make a good faith effort to request
gquotations from all contractors on the small works roster who have
indicated the capability of performng the kind of public works being
contracted or that the agency solicit quotations from at |least five
contractors in a manner that will equitably distribute the opportunity
anong contractors wlling to performin the geographic area of the

work. The agency shall invite at |east one proposal froma certified
mnority or wonen-owned contractor, if available, who is otherw se
qualified to perform such work. Imediately after an award i s nade,
the bid quotations obtained shall be recorded, open to public

i nspection, and available by tel ephone inquiry.
(5) The breaking down of any public work or inprovenent into units
or acconplishing any public work or inprovenent by phases for the
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pur pose of avoiding the m ninumdollar anount for bidding is contrary
to public policy and is prohibited.

(6) The director of general adm nistration shall adopt by rule a
procedure to ((preguat+fy)) qualify contractors for inclusion on the
smal | works roster. Each agency shall followthe procedure adopted by
the director of general adm nistration. No agency shall be required to
make avail abl e for public inspection or copying under chapter 42.17 RCW
fi nanci al i nformation required to be provi ded by t he
( ( pregualifieation)) qualification procedure.

(7) An agency may adopt by rule procedures to inplenment this
section which shall not be inconsistent with the procedures adopted by
the director of the departnment of general admnistration pursuant to
subsection (6) of this section.
